A LETTER FROM DR. J. 


FRANK NORRIS 


Dr. Norris has had another fine 
revival in the Temple Baptist 
Church in Detroit, Michigan.

A letter from Dr. Norris, arriv- 
ing last Monday, tells of his recent 
great revival in Detroit. Omitting 
& paragraph or two which deals 
with other persons, Dr. Norris’s 
letter is as follews: 

“April 25, 1935 
“Rev. John R. Rice, 
Fundamentalist Baptist Tabernacle 
Oak Cliff, Dallas, Texas. 
“My dear John: 

“I want you at Memphis as 
I told you and I want you to 
make your arrangements to go. 
I will arrive home Saturday, 
May the fourth, and am anxious 
to see you at once. 

“But now a still more impor- 
tant matter. I want you to 
come to Detroit before the sum- 
mer is over for a series of meet- 
ings. We have the best tent in 
the best location right in the 
heart of the city where five of 
the main boulevards come to- 
gether and eight bus and car 
lines. I want you for August. 
Will go over the matter with you 
more particularly when I see 
you. 

“Entzminger is writing you. 
He certainly is doing the work 
of his life and has a great or- 
ganization. We have literally 
thousands of prospects. I nev- 
er saw such a rich field. What 
a contrast with the situation 
here with our burnt over fields 
down in the Southwest. 

“Your messages will go over 
great here. Of course you know 
Entzminger and you love him 
and he loves you. He believes 
in you and you can work with 
him. He will be pastor,in charge 
in my absence.

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there is a God. Answering prayer 
is one of the attributes of God, as 
much a part of the nature of God 
as His holiness, or His omnipotence. 
Since God is what He is, He must 
be a prayer hearing God. 


Prayer Changes Things 


For God to hear a prayer means 
that prayer must, Ghaange things. 
Prayer, as used in the Bible, does 
not refer simply to a worshipful 
attitude Dor simply to an allilude 
OL praise and meditation. Prayer, 
in the Bible, means asking God fo! 
something. 


Jesus said, ‘Ask, and it shall be 
given you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened un- 
to you; for every one that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seeketh find- 
eth; and to him that knocketh it 
shall be opened.” Matt. 7:7-8. 

Prayer, in the Bible, is asking, 
knocking, seeking. Again the Sav- 
iour told His disciples, “Hitherto 
have ye asked nothing in my name: 
ask, and ye shall receive, that your 
joy may be full” (John 16:24). 

James 4:2 says, “Ye have not, 
because ye ask not,” Jesus said 
that if we, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts to our children, 
how much more would the Heaven- 
ly Father give good things to them 
that ASK Him. When the disciples 
begged Jesus, “Lord, teach us to 
pray,” tie taught them to say, 
“Give us this day our daily bread,”’ 
a definite request for a material 
answer that very day. And evident- 
ly one should pray, therefore, after 
this manner every day. Prayer in 
the Bible, I say is definitely asking 
God to do something that other- 
wise we would not expect Him to 
do. Prayer, in the Bible sense, 
means to get God to change things. 
Prayer does change things. 

ihe Bible cleariy teaches that 
prayer changes even the plans of 
God, if that seems shocking to you, 
remember the prayer of King 
Hezekiah. God had said to him, 
“Set thine house in order: for thou 
Shalt die, and not live.” But when 
Hezekiah turned his face to the 
wall, wept, and prayed, God 
changed His plan before the proph- 
.t- had gotten out the front gavc, 
and sent Isaiah back to say, “1 
have heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears: behold, I will add unto 
thy days fifteen years” (Isaiah 38: 
1-5). God had planned for Heze- 
kiah to die at once but changed 
His plans in answer to prayer. 
hHezekiah lived fifteen years longer 
than he would have lived had he 
not prayed! Prayer, I must insist, 
can change even the plan of God. 

God sent Jonah to preacn to 
Nineveh, “Forty days, and Nineveh 
shall be overthrown,” (Jonah 3:4), 
but when they repented in sack- 
cloth and ashes, with fasting, we 
are told, “And God saw their 
works, that they turned from their 
evil way; and God repented of evil, 
that he had said that he would do 
unto them; and he did it not” 
(Jonah 3:10). The prayer of the 
Ninevites changed the plan of God 
and He did not do that which He 
had said He would do to them. 

When Moses was on Mount Sinai, 
the Israelites were naked, dancing 
widly about the golden calf Aron 
had made. God told Moses about 
it and said, “Now therefore let 
me alone, that my wrath may wax 
hot against them, and that I may 


-|consume them: and I will make of 


thee a great nation” (Exo. 32:10). 
But Moses prayed with all his
